People  are  livins  so  nuch  longer  that  it  is  likely  that  ky  1993  v/hilst 
the  proportion  of  persoiis  of  working  age,  15  to  Gly  years  will  continue  as  at 
present  to  constitute  about  two-thirds  of  the  total,  there  will  in  due  course 
be  almost  as  nany  people  aged  65  and  over  as  children  tinder  15.  This  continuing 
tendency  for  the  population  to  contain  more  eldcrlj^  and  fewer  young  persons 
nust  give  rise  to  a nui-iber  of  social  and  nedical  problems,  to  wlich  increasing 
attention  is  nov;  being  given. 


Looked  at  in  another  w?ay  the  expectation  of  life  of  a baby  born  in  195^ 
was  about  68  j'-ears  for  a boy  and  73  years  for  a girl  whereas  the  figures  for 
1880  were  bos'-s  ii-1  j'^ears,  girls  15  years  and  in  19i2,  bos^s  52  years,  girls  55 
years  and  in  1932,  boys  59  Shears,  girls  63  years. 

Roughly  speaking  a child  born  now  is  likely  to  live  I5  years  longer  than  a 
child  born  in  1910.  This  advance  would  seen  in  part  due  to  advances  in  public 
health  neasures  and  partly  to  the  better  conditions  of  life  generally.

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The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  generally  regarded  as  a fairly  reliable 
index  as  to  the  health  of  the  people.  Our  average  figure  (1950“54)  of  16 
deaths  to  every  1 ,000  births  conparcs  very  favourably  with  the  average  of 
27.8  for  En^and  and  Wales  generally  but  when  we  renenber  that  this  figure 
was  not  27.8  but  55.3  in  the  period  average  193^  ~ 40  v/e  see  there  have 
been  great  advances  in  the  care  of  infants  even  since  1936  - 40.  The  care 
of  health  visitors,  the  provision  of  cheap  nilk  and  free  vitoxiins  and 
irxiiunisa.tion  schemes  doubtless  all  have  a part  to  play  in  this. 

In  1955  there  were  no  deaths  in  the  district  of  infants  under  one  yeor 
of  D.g€. 

iidt hough  as  stated  great  success  has  attended  the  car.g)aign  to  reduce 
deatlis  in  the  first  j'-ear  of  life,  nothing  like  this  success  has  attended 
efforts  to  reduce  the  death  rate  in  the  first  month  of  llie  (Weo-Natal 
Death  Rate),  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate.  However  this  hard  core  is  being 
tackled  \,ith  increasing  effort  and  there  is  some  little  ixprovenent  being 
shown.

B.  GEI@R/\L  PROVISION  OF  HE.ALTH  SERVICES, 


The  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority  mintains  a 
coiaiorehensive  range  of  Services  - including  Ante-Nata.1  clinics.  Child  Welfare 
clinics  and  School  Medical  services  - Medical  and  Dental.  A speech  thcropist 
also  visits  the  vicinity  and  there  is  provision  for  Child  Guidance, 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
in  Blackburn,  Accrington,  Preston  and  Burnley,  There  is  also  access,  where 
required,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  other  Hospitals, 

Provision  is  nade  for  Maternity  Cases  at  Brarnley  i/ieade , Yfhalley, 

Queen's  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn,  and  Preston  Royal  Infirmry.  Should  it 
be  Liore  convenient,  rural  district  patients  are  at  liberty  to  attend  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Clithcroe  and  the  class  for  Relaxation  and  Exercises 
for  Expectant  Mothers  both  held  weekly,  also  the  nonthly  Ante-Natal  CliiTic. 

ISLl  these  clinics  were  transferred  to  Easthaa  House,  Eshton  Terrace,  Clitheroe 
in  1955. 

There  is  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Branley  Meade  Maternit3r  Hospital,  17hallc-y. 
This  is  conducted  by  a Consulting  Obstetrician  fron  the  Blackburn  Group  of 
Hospitals  and  is  held  twice  a month. 

Park  Lee  Hospital,  Blo.ckburn  is  available  for  Infectious  Diseases  co.ses. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire 
Ro3’'al  Infirmary  and  Preston  Royal  Infir.'ary,  Those  laboratory  facilities 
are  also  used  b3’^  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  area. 

There  is  a Pathological  Clinic  at  Clitheroe  Hospital  as  a sub-laboratory 
of  Blackburn  Roj^'a!  Infirmar3’',  This  is  conducted  by  Dr,  Spink,  Pathologist 
to  the  Blackburn  Group  of  Hospitals.  Bacteriological,  Pathological,  Chemical 
and  Blood  examinations  are  undertaken  and  local  doctors  will  be  at  libert3’-  to 
refer  Rural  District  patients  there  for  any  necessary  tests  thus  saving 
reference  to  more  distant  hospital  centres.  The  extensive  seirvice  now  provided 
will  be  much  appreciated, 

Ph3J-siotherapy  Centre,  Clitheroe,  This  centre  v;as  opened  in  March,  195k 
at  32,  Iving  Street,  Clitheroe  under  the  auspices  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Clitheroe  Nursing  Association  with  considerable  support  from  the  Trustees 
of  the  Ehalley  and  District  Nursing  issociation  and  is  available  to  any 
patients  in  the  Rura.1  District  requiring  treatment.  It  is  not  a p.art  of  the 
National  Health  Service  and  so  a small  charge  has  to  be  made  for  treatment. 

The  centre  is  in  charge  of  a Trained  Physiotheropist  and  Assistant  and 
provides  for  the  usual  treatments  - massage,  remedial  exercises,  diothemy, 
infra-red  and  sun-ray  &c.  Cases  are  referred  by  their  oifm  doctor  aiid  again 
it  is  helpful  that  patients  need  not  travel  to  distant  hospital  centres  for 
treatment  and  that  doctors  can  provide  continuity  of  treatment, 

A domiciliary  physiotherapy  service  would  be  of  benefit  for  bed-fast 
and  housebound  patients  in  this  scattered  area,  but  shortage  of  staff  and 
money  appears  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

An  Old  People’s  Club  r.as  opened  in  Lowergate,  Clitheroe  in  October,  195k 
and  a few  old  people  in  the  eastern  poz-tion  of  the  district  nake  use  of  this 
social  centre.

A.  SAMTARY  CIRCUlViSTiilTCES  OP  THE  AREA^ 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Moorland  springs  provide  the  bulk  of  the  mter  used  in  the  area  and  the 
■water  is  distributed  throughout  the  District  in  either  public  or  private 
ownership. 

During  the  3rear  work  coimenced  and  proceeded  satisfactorily^  on  the  Chipping 
and  Thornlej'’  Y/ater  Scherae  Part  II  - the  extension  of  the  distribution  area  to 
high  level  properties,  ncA7  Saddle  Reservoir  and  spring  protection  works  and 
feeder  pipes. 

The  erection  of  a Punping  Station  at  Birks  Brow,  Thomley-v/ith-Yrheatley  and 
a Water  To-^ver  in  Stonecroft  Lane,  Thornley  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
Hill  Tcp  area  comnenced  and  will  be  corpleted  early  195^* 

The  provision  of  these  extra  supplies  to  the  Chipping  and  Thornley?-  area 
which  is  expected  during  1956  will  greatly  benefit  many  outlying  properties 
\7hich  have  experienced  water  difficulties  over  a long  period. 

The  extension  of  the  main  along  Pendleton  Road,  Wiswell,  a distance  of 
1,09c  Jrards  of  3"  A.  C.  main,  was  completed,  making  a supply  available  to 
properties  which  had  been  dependent  on  Spring  supplies  of  var3?-ing  quality  and 
quantity  over  a nutiber  of  years. 

The  scheme  to  erect  a water  tower  to  supply  the  Barraclough  area  of 
Pendleton  was  abandoned  during  the  year.  The  proximity?-  of  the  Hawesv/ater 
Aqueduct  to  YHialley,  and  the  Council  giving  favourable  consideration  to 
obtaining  future  supplies  from  the  aqueduct,  with  the  provision  of  a storage 
tank  at  a higher  level  to  feed  the  Barraclough  area,  obviated  the  necessity 
of  a VTater  tower. 

In  the  Hurst  Green  Area  difficulties  have  been  experienced  on  two  occasions 
during  the  year  with  the  bulk  supply  obtained  from  the  Blackburn  Corporation 
main  passing  through  the  village.  The  main  has  been  fractured  on  these  occasions 
and  water  has  been  fed  back  along  the  pipe  line  from  the  Blackburn  reservoir  to 
the  village,  but  the  properties  at  the  high  level  at  Kemple  End  were  imaible  to  be 
supplied,  and  -water  had  to  be  talcen  to  the  houses  in  water  carts  and  milk  kits. 

The  pressure  filters  installed  in  1953  at  Cross  Gills,  H-urst  Green  to  deal 
with  the  variations  in  the  condition  of  the  bulk  water  obtained  have  not  been 
entirely  satisfactory.  The  filters  have  required  far  more  attention  than  was 
expected  and  there  have  been  occasions  during  storm  periods  when  the  water  treated 
has  been  xxnsatisfactoiy. 

The  year  1955  remarkable  for  the  amount  of  sunshine  and  the  lack  of  rain. 

A period  of  drought  commenced  on  July  3rd  and  very  little  rain  fell  \mtil  the  8th 
and  9th  December.  The  effect  of  the  drought  was  felt  very  strongly  in  the  Yfhallcy, 
Pendleton,  Barrow-,  Yiswell  and  the  Chatburn  and  Dow/nham  areas.  The  normial 
V, bailey  supply  was  unable  to  cope  -vTith  the  drought.  In  early  June  the  supply 
from  Archbishops  Y7ood  was  comnenced  to  be  pumped  into  the  mains  by  the  pump  at 
Sandy”-  Brow,  Though  this  supply?  is  unsatisfactory  in  qixality  the  pump  was 
running  almost  continuously”-  until  December,  giving  approxin-iately  30,000  gallons 
a day  of  much  -wanted  water. 

Restrictions  in  the  use  of  water  wore  put  into  effect  on  the  12th  July  for 
the  Hlialley,  YJisv.-ell  and  Pendleton  Areas,  and  on  the  12th  August  for  the  Chatburn 
Area.  The  restrictions  were  not  withdrawn  until  November,  Clitheroe  Corporation 
were  requested  to  step  up  the  supply  to  the  Y'halley?  area  and  they  co-operated  to 
their  fullest  extent. 

The  extra  supplies  obtained  from  Archbishops  Wood  and  the  Clitheroe 
Corporation  proved  insufficient  and  the  Y/halley  Reservoir  ran  dry  on  August  9th. 
Various  other  supplies  which  had  been  discarded  m previous  y?ears  were  connected 
to  the  mains,  these  being  the  Calico  Printers’ Assoda-t ion  Supply  and  the  Eeball 
Well  Supply. 
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The  ¥isv/Cll  Reservoir  dropped  to  less  than  half  of  its  capacitj^j  and  no 
further  vater  ^vas  dra-wn  off  for  the  Rhallcy  area  in  order  to  ensure  a supply 
for  '7isuell, 


The  s3''stoiii  of  manipulating  various  va.lve-s  to  ensiure  that  a piped  supply 
T/as  available  for  some  part  of  the  helped  to  some  extent. 

The  Barraclough  area  and  the  higher  parts  of  Barrox/  -were  the  most  seriously 
affected  areas.  In  these  areas  properties  were  without  a piped  v/ater  si^ppl;^  during 
the  da.3'i;ii;ie  and  a suppl3'‘  was  not  al'vja3'’s  ava.ilable  at  night.  Milk  kits  v/ere 
distributed  to  the  houses  most  affected,  and  a system  of  supplying  water  by 
water  court  was  commenced  and  continued  until  the  dDought  ended. 

The  Downham  Springs  suppl3’ing  Dcrwnhanphatb'urn  and  Worston  dropped  appreciabl3r 
and  the  daily  deficienc3'-  rose  to  25,000  gallons.  A s3?'stem  of  rationing  was 
introduced  and  parts  of  Gloat  burn  were  only  able  to  draw  ^vater  for  6 hours  per  day. 
An  cmergenc3^  overland  pipeline  was  laid  from  the  Clitheroe  Corporation  main  at 
Rydal  Cottages  to  the  main  o.t  the  Pendlc  Hotel,  This  supply  though  veTj  helpful, 
proved  disappointing;  the  maximum  daily  amount  received  being  only  ^,000  gallons. 
Lack  of  pressure  in  the  mains  was  insirff icient  to  suppl3^  a greater  quant it3^ 

The  Downhai-i  springs  responded  better  to  the  shov/ers  than  the  Whallcy  s upply  and 
the  emergency  was  not  as  prolonged  as  at  Whalley. 

The  drought  necessitated  a tremend.ous  aruount  of  extra  work  by  the  Staff  of 
the  Yfater  Department,  and  other  matters  had  to  be  neglected.  Great  credit  is 
due  to  them  for  devotion  to  duty  during  a ycTy  anxious  and  trying  time. 

It  is  gra.tifying  to  know  that  the  Council  have  nor/  accepted  their  Consulting 
Engineer’ s Scheme  for  future  supplies  of  water  for  the  Whalley  area  from  the 
Haweswater  Aqueduct,  and  a repetition  of  the  shortage  of  water  experienced  dixring 
the  sunracr  can  hardly  be  expected. 


The  Consulting  Enginner  has  also  been  instructed  to  prepare  a scheme  for 
improving  the  Chat  burn  Supply,

The  villages  of  Yrtialley,  Wisv/ell,  Barrov/,  Chat  burn,  Dcavnhain,  Hurst  Green 
and  Chipping  are  provided  nith  Sevrrage  Systons  and  Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks.  In 
the  village  of  Pendleton  the  sewerage  system  is  connected  to  the  Disposal  ¥orks 
at  Clitheroe  Borough. 

Worston  is  the  only  village  in  the  area  without  a sewerage  system. 

The  method  of  treatment  adopted  is  by  preliminary  sedimentation,  sprinkler 
filtration  or  by  land  irrigation. 

On  the  whole,,  the  sewerage  disposal  works  are  satisfactory,  with  the 
exception  of  Hhalley.  The  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Whalley  and 
Calderstones  Sewerage  Borks  is  still  awaiting  approval.  The  w'orks  steadily 
deteriorate  and  it  is  inpossible  to  produce  a satisf’actory  sample.  The  conditions 
of  working,  in  an  endeavour  to  m.aintain  the  works  in  a reasonable  condition, 
are  deplora.blc.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  Yevy  near  future  the  long  awaited  sanction 
for  improvements  to  be  made  will  be  given,  and  an  early  commencement  made.

There  are  fifteen  schools  in  the  district,  including  three  at  Stonyhurst 
College,

pail  closets  converted  to  water  closets  amd  connected  to  the  general  sewage 
s3^stems. 

All  the  schools  in  the  area,  are  now  provided  with  v/ater  closets  wdth 
connections  either  to  the  sewer  or  septic  tanlc. 

A gradual  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  washing  facilities  for  scliools, 
but  there  is  still  room  for  inpr oveme nt ; it  being  essential  that  sanitary 
facilities  be  as  near  perfection  as  possible,  as  it  is  during  school  life  that 
a child  can  be  trained  and  guided  into  forming  good  habits.

In  order  to  encourage  the  notification  of 
rat  dTife station  by  owrers  or  occupiers  of  private  dwellings  the  Council  provides 
a free  ser^./ice  and  the  Kinistry  of  Agriculture  reiabixrses  50fo  of  the  cost.  A 
charge  covering  the  w'hole  of  the  cost  plus  for  adiiinistrative  piirposes  was 
made  for  the  work  done  on  business  pre-mises.  The  Kinistry  of  Agriculture 
contributes  a 5C^  .grant  towards  the  cost  of  inspect ijons  in  the  district,  and 
sewer  treatments. 
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Properties  and  land  in  the  district  are  continually  investigated  for 
infestation.  Public  sewers  were  test  baited  and  treated  twice  during  the  year 
in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  requirements.  Sewage  Disposal  Dorks 
and  tips  were  regularly  treated  a.s  they  form  the  principal  sotnaces  of 
infestation, 

Diring  the  drought  period  the  Rodent  Operative  had  to  be  employed  on  the 
distribution  of  water,  and  the  number  of  inspections  during  the  year  was 
reduced  accordingl3'-,

B.  SCAVEmim  SERVICES. 
NIGHTSOIL  COUJi'CTION  .HID  DISPOSAL. 


Collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  we6k.l3^  from  153  properties 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  district.  The  collection  is  completed  in  .twa 
days  each  'vveek;  the  nightsoil  being  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  Sewa.ge 
Disposal  Works.  This  is  a service  which  receives  more  reguLar  attention 
than  any  other,  in  spite  of  adverse  conditions  of  wealher. 

For  man3'  years  the  Council  has  made  grants  towards  pail  closet 
conversions  vnith  connections  to  either  sewer  or  septic  tank  so  as  to  reduce 
the  number  emptied  by  the  Cleansing  Department,  The  grant  is  half  the  cost 
of  conversion  with  a maecimun  pa.yaent  of  £15.

I'll  Decenbcr  the  CootgH  pi.urchasccl  two  Ksxrier  Bantan  Refuse  Collect  in 

Vehicles  and  they  uere  put  into  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  thus 
disGCjrding  the  ^^stem  that  had  prevailed  for  a nunber  of  years  of  hiring 
vehicles  and  drivers. 

The  success  of  the  scherae  is  not  only  shown  in  the  saving  to  the  Council 
of  £550,  but  in  the  increased  efficiency  derived  fron  the  use  of  nore  hygienic 
vehicles  enabldang  a more  reliable  and  efficient  service  to  be  given  to  the 
public,  All  refuse  bins  are  enptied  once  every  two  weeks.  Isn  additional 
service  of  emptying  refuse  from  Hotels  and  Cafes  once  a we-ek  has  proved  a 
welcome  relief  to  many  of  the  Hotels. 


The  refuse  as  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Hhallea'-,  Giratbum, 
Hurst  Green  and  Chipping,  and  time  saved  on  collection  is  devoted  to  the 
tips  which  arc  in  a better  condition  than  ever  before. 


C.  HOUSING. 


Following  the  comdeig  into  force  of  the  Housing  Repairs  & Rents  Act,  195A, 
the  re-survey  of  all  Class  IV  and  V houses  under  the  Hobhousc  Report  was 
continued  and  completed.  Under  the  Hobhousc-  Report  kS  houses  were  in  Class  V 
and  96  in  Class  IV.  As  a x-esult  of  the  re-survey  22f  houses  were  placed  in 
Class  V and  52  in  Glass  IV,  giving  a total  of  76  unfit  houses  in  the  district. 
The  survey  showed  that  sined  the  report  was  submitted  in  195O3  ^9  houses  had 
either  been  improved  or  had  ceased  to  be  used  for  housing  purposes. 

The  reiaort  was  considered  by  the  Council,  when  it  was  decided  to  submit 
to  the  Ministry  the  figure  of  76  houses  which  they  proposed  to  deal  with 
under  the  Housing  Acts  during  the  next  5 years,  the  re-survc-3r  thus  becoming 
the  basis  of  the  policy  which  the  Council  propose  to  adopt  in  order  to  bring 
the  unfit  houses  in  the  district  up  to  the  required  standard  or  be  demolished 
during  the  next  5 years.

Eight  applico-tions  were  made  for  Improvement  Grants  and  were  approved 
during  the  year,  the  policy  being  to  encourage  owners  of  property?"  in  the 
Class  T'l  and  V groups  ca.pable  of  repair  and  inprovement,  to  ir.prove  the 
property  by  means  of  the  Improvement  Grant.  The  majority  of  applications 
so  far  received  are  for  ov/ner/occupied  houses. 

There  is  a general  reluctance  to  repair  or  improve  property,  due  no 
doubt  to  the  high  cost  of  materials  and  labour  coupled  with  the  restrictions 
plered  on  the  rents  obtainable „

Four  private  slaughterhouses  are  in  operation  in  the  district.  One  at 
Chipping  vvhere  the  local  butcher  kills  on  average  1 beast  and  2 sheep  per 
^/6ck,  and  tv/o  a.t  Hhalle^r  for  private  butchers  -where  they  nomall;'-  kill  one 
or  tvvo  co-ttlc  o,nd  up  to  twelve  sheep  per  week,  vdth  occasional  pigs.  The 
Fhalle;/-  slaughterhouses  require  to  bo  visited  2 or  3 tines  per  -v/eek.  The 
other  remining  licensed  slaughterhouse  is  the  Co-operative  ^.^Tiolesale  Societ3^ 
at  Shaw  House,  Hhalley,  where  attendance  is  required  on  tv/o  full  da.ys,  with 
daily  visits  the  renainder  of  the  week,  including  Sunday  in  Sui-imer.  The 
Sunda.^'-  slaughtering  has  proved  a problem,  and  it  is  thought  that  there  are 
sufficient  week  days  without  fhe  nocessi-fcy  of  Su'nday  slaughtering,  which 
creates  unnecessary/  over  tine  with  subsequent  tine  off. 

Hith  the  exception  of  sheep  it  has  been  possible  to  -maintain  alnost  a 
10Cfc  inspection  service  which  reflects  well  on  the  work  of  the  Additional 
Sam  it  ary  In  spe  ct  or.
